UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Iff! 
Syria today accused Israel of new 
border attacks even before the 
U. N. Security Council could act 
on Syrian demands that Israel be 
punished for a raid last Sunday. 
A United Press dispatch from 
Damascus quoted Syrian military 
sources as saying Israeli forces 
launched a new border attack 
against Syrian units last night. 
The sources said the attackers 
were driven back. No casualties 
were reported. 
An Israeli military spokesman, 
however, denied the Syrian report 
that there had been a 15-minute 
exchange of gunfire on the border. 
The spokesman said there was no 
shooting on the Syrian-Israeli fron­ 
tier during the past 24 hours. 


THE SECURITY COUNCIL wax 
meeting this afternoon to consider 
a strong protest against the Israe­ 
li attack last Sunday near the Sea 
of Galilee. The raid cost 49 Syrian 
lives. 
The new outbreak of fighting 
followed a grim warning by Egypt 
that it was prepared to go to war 
to prevent further Israeli "aggres­ 
sions.” Syria and Egypt recently 
signed a mutual defense pact. 
The United States, Britain and 
France expressed grava concarn 
over the attack. 
Syria, terming the raid "a fla­ 
grant violation and an act of open 
aggression and provocation by Is­ 
rael,” was expected to demand 
economic and military sanctions 
against the Jewish state. 


EGYPTIAN PREMIER Gamal 
Abdel Nasser Informed U. N. Sec­ 
retary General Dag Hammarskjold 
that: 
"In view of the Security Coun­ 
cil's failure to prevent a repetition 
of Israeli aggressions. I'd like to 
inform you that the Egyptian gov­ 
ernment is forced to take matters 
into its own hands and won't hes­ 
itate to use its land, air and sea 
forces to protect its security and 
maintain peace in the area." 
Nasser cited six incidents of Is­ 
raeli "aggression,” fiv# of them 
against 
Egypt 
and 
the 
sixth 
against Syria. His warning w a s 
considered serious in light of the 
recently-concluded Syrian-Egyptian 
mutual defense pact.

Nine Deaths Due 
to Stcrm Listed 
in U. S., Canada

The bitterest cold of thy season 
chilled the nation from the Pacific 
Northwest to the Eastern Seaboard 
today. 
The cold wave spread out from 
a killer blizzard that lashed Can­ 
ada and the snow and ice were 
blamed for at least nine deaths in 
the two countries. 
Near blizzards were blamed for 
deaths in South Dakota and Indi­ 
ana and icy roads killed two per­ 
sons in Pennsylvania and one in 
Wisconsin. 


IN CANADA, the prairie prov­ 
inces were digging out from one 
of the worst blizzards in their his­ 
tory.

Only the Upper Mis­ 
sissippi Valley shivered in below 
zero temperatures, but in other 
parts of the country it was still 
the coldest weather of the season.

Radar to Watch Speeders 
Come the First of New Year 


SACRAMENTO Iff! - Speeders 
beware. The cold, calculating and 
unchallengable eye of radar will 
focus on thousands of California 
motorists come the new year. 
Police officers throughout the 
state hope its use will cut the toll 
of dead and injured, eliminate haz­ 
ardous chases and save arguments. 
Preliminary experience indicates 
it will. 
Radar is now in active use in 
San Diego. Sacramento, using it 
to issue warning citations since 
November 1, will begin in earnest 
January 1. Oakland and Stockton 
police have machines on order at 
a cost of about $1400 each. 
The San Diego Safety Council re­ 
ported that since police put radar 
to use seven months ago, speed­ 
ing dropped from tne No. 1 acci­ 
dent cause to second. 


In Sacramento, Capt. Patrick 
Bennett, traffic superintendent, said 
use of radar appeared to have al­ 
ready reduced speed throughout 
the city by about five miles an 
hour. 
"It wM be a wonderful thing." 
Beanett said. "It will reduce death 
and particularly injuries.” 
Public acceptance of radar has 
been good, authorities agreed. 
"Everybody 
knows 
what 
ra­ 
dar is," Bennett said. "They don’t 
argke. They know when they have 
been caught. Some drivers pull 
right over in front of the radar unit 
and give up." 
Bennett said a "high average" 
for pre-radar traffic officers was 
five speeding tickets a day. He 
said one crew with radar has hand­ 
ed out as high as 5 tickets in one 
eight-hour shift.

WASHINGTON (W — The Army 
said today it does not plan to 
take any action against Richard 
Tenneson, turncoat Korean War 
prisoner who has just returned to 
the United States. 
If 
any 
charges 
are 
placed 
against Tenneson, experts said, it 
will be by the Justice Department 
in a civilian court, not by the 
military. 
On the basli of a recent 
Court decision, the Army feels it 
is powerless to bring court martial 
charges against Tenneson as 
Army spokesman put it: 
"The Army feels It has no juris­ 
diction in this matter." 
The Army's position is baaed on 
a recent Supreme Court decision 
declaring unconstitutional a provi­ 
sion in the uniform code of mili 
tary justice giving the military 
authority to try discharged aervice 
men for crimes committed while 
in uniform. 
All of the 31 turncoat prisoners 
were given dishonorable discharges 
on orders of Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson when they chose 
to go to Communist China after 
the Korean truce. 
When the first three turncoats 
returned to the United States, they 
were immediately arrested by the 
Army and held for court-martial. 
A U. S. District Court subsequently 
ordered them released by the mili­ 
tary on the basis of the Supreme 
Court decision.

FAITH BALDWIN REVISITS VILLAGE, 
HER "ENCHANTED OASIS " OF 1937 


By PHIL GALLISHAW 
Faith Baldwin came to P a 1 m | 
Springs 18 years ago. She stayed j 
for nine days. Then she wrote a | 
novel about the Village which she 
called “Enchanted Oasis.” 
“Enchanted Oasis" was her 39th 
book. Since then she has written 
33 more. The small, calm, 60-year- 
old writer, a native of New Roch­ 
elle, New York, who has lived in 
Connecticut since 1936, has auth-. 
ored serials, short stories, verse, 
and had four radio shows and mo­ 
tion pictures made from her stor­ 
ies.Earle C. Anthony called yester­ 
day to say that Miss Baldwin had 
been a guest at his Vereda Norte 
home and was leaving in a few 
hours to return to her Norwalk, 
Connecticut farmhouse. (She and 
her ‘ husband. Hugh H. Cuthrell, 
moved from the large place in 
New Canaan when theif four chil­ 
dren, Hugh, Hervey, Stephen and 
Ann began independent housekeep­ 
ing. Mr. Cuthrell died two years 
ago). 
SHE HAD RETURNED to the 
Village for the first time since her 
visit in 1937. 
That first trip was quite harrow­ 
ing. she said. It started in Florida, 
where she was vacationing between 
short stories. Her publisher at 
Cosmopolitan Magazine called from 
New York to assign a story. They 
wanted a feature on Palm Springs 
as a growing resort. Miss Baldwin 
contacted Nellie Coffman, and 
found she could slay nine days at 
the Desert Inn. It was February, 
in the height of the season, and 
space was at a premium. 
During the trip up, by train, 
flooding rivers surrounded th e 
tracks all the way across the coun­ 
try, and there Were times when 
she was afraid her assignment 
would be called, like a baseball 
game, because of rain. 
WHEN SHE ARRIVED in Los 
Angeles, she' found that P a l m 
Springs was in the midst of a three- 
day rainy spell that threatened to 
again cancel the trip. But our sun 
lived up to its reputation in time, 
and Miss Baldwin started her nine 
days of browsing-for-the-brain. 
She lived as her heroine might. 
She hadn't any plot structure in 
mind, but she did know in general 
what it took to make a novel and 
short story plot. 
She took a brunch ride, went 
swimming, visited Rogers Stables, 
which she called the Stalls in “En­ 
chanted Oasis.” She also visited a 
couple of the gambling casinos 
that were operating then - long 
since out of business. 
Every bit of activity she could 
force into nine days was absorbed, 
and the feature was ready for the 
typewriter. 
SHE HAD ENJOYED her slay 
Ynuch, had become so thrilled 
with the peace and tranquil excite­ 
ment of our desert, that she saw 
material for a novel. She wrote 
“Enchanted Oasis” describing it in 
story form, and was able, through 
her talent, to capture much of the 
ethereal we would all like to ex­ 
press but can not. 
She's taken up writing short-short 
stories now. As with the newspaper­ 
man who spends 30 years always 
wanting to write “the great Am­ 
erican novel", but never finding 
the time, Miss Baldwin has want­ 
ed to get away from the boy-meets- 
girl plots which seem to be un­ 
variable. 
Now she will do it. and finds that 
short-shorts are the hardest story 
in the world to write well. So much 
has to be said, and 1,500 words is 
hardly ample to enlarge on any 
theme. Every sentence must in 
elude a background thought, an 
example, and an introduction to 
a new thought. 
IT’S A CHALLENGE, but she s 
an "old pro", and is having a won­ 
derful time facing the challenge. 
Miss Baldwin's sense of balance, 
her love of telling stories, and her 
humor are her traits impossible to 
hide. She thought her story of the 
Village, written so long ago. is still 
a fair appraisal of Palm Springs, 
¡at least when compared to a re­ 
cently published book which she 
said could be written about New 
Canaan or Hollywood — “It has, 
many times," she laughed at that 
one—and it just happened to be 
set in Palm Springs. Nothing new 
There is more glass than when 
she saw the Village in 1937, and the 
Village is big, it's grown, but the

BEWARE OF FALSE SECURITY—Readers of The 
Desert Sun who overlook the "Congressional Report" 
by this district’s Congressional Representative, John 
Phillips, are missing a chance to get an inside glimpse 
of affairs in Washington. His article which appears each 
week on the Editorial Page quite often contains some 
very thought provoking idea^ about trends in our Fed­ 
eral government. 


In his article last week Mr. Phillips warned against 
overconfidence on the part of so many Americans, re­ 
minding us that “civilizations before us, great in their 
days as we are in ours, have come and gone. 
What 
makes us think, just because we are great and strong 
and proud of our strength and ingenuity, th at we can­ 
not make a false step. 
We have made plenty in the 
past few years, each one taking us away from the form 
of government given us by the writers of the Constitu­ 
tion, and leaving us nearer and nearer to a socialistic 
state, and therefore to eventual collapse.” - 


Congressman Phillips believes th at one of the most 
im portant jobs in the world today is that of being a re­ 
presentative in the Congress of the United States — in 
this vital period of our history. He believes that only 
courage and understanding can preserve our own peace 
and internal strength, and decide our future. 
A false 
step, or a deliberate political move, can destroy not only 
this nation but, literally, all mankind, Phillips believes. 


For these reasons this District’s Congressional repre­ 
sentative who retires in another year believes it is high­ 
ly im portant who is elected to replace him. He said it 
is a complex and highly technical job and that there are 
lots of things which are hard to understand. 
In his 
next two articles John Phillips says that he will give 
the prospective Congressional candidates from this dis­ 
trict a first glimpse of Washington. This should make 
some very interesting reading not only for those who 
are to get into the race for Congress but also for those 
of us who will have to decide which one we are going 
to vote for. 


It is true that the future of this nation is jeopardized 
by the false sense of security which so many Americans 
seem to have; also by the apathy on the part of many 
more who give little thought to the future.

Building Better Mouse Traps—A great many years 
ago, to serve his needs, a man built a mouse trap. Not 
long after, a competitor went into business. 
But the 
first man, with experience and know-how, improved his 
autom atic mouser and, as the saying goes, "The world 
beat a path to his d o o r.. 


. Our American forefathers apparently took that 
fabled lesson to heart, for no where in the world today 
is the spirit of industrial competition keener than in the 
United States. And certainly, our record of production 
achievements, particularly in the aircraft industry, 
clearly indicates that this nation, so far, remains un­ 
challenged in “know-how.” 


Today, with the security of the free world threat­ 
ened, the search for new know-how has assumed tre­ 
mendous importance in the United States. In the air­ 
craft industry the term, refined to its essence, is called 
"m aufacturing methods.” 


While manufacturing methods developed by all 
elements of the aircraft industry in the last decade 
alone, have made possible miraculous results — engines 
of fantastic power; air frames of incredibly smooth aero­ 
dynamic design; components with fabulous capabilities, 
and literal magic being produced by air craft electron­ 
ics — the realm of the aeronautical frontier is barely 
pierced. 


Performance requirements for upcoming aircrafts, 
with their intricate equipment and components, and the 
incredible engines th at power them, stagger the imag­ 
ination. 
Yet, in the race for aerial supremacy, if the 
free world is to survive, these demands placed upon the 
aircraft industry by the Air Force and Naval Aviation 
must be met. 


In the few short years since World W ar II, the 
world has witnessed a transformation to reality of a 
great number of technological advances in aircraft 
m anufacturing methods. But behind these accomplish­ 
ments has been a vast development in materials and in 
their methods of procesing. 
The impact of new forms 
of existing materials, has produced an inevitable chain 
reaction in all types of products. 
But their practical 
application to aircraft manufacture has been slow. 


In the race for jet supremacy, new alloys are need­ 
ed to withstand higher temperatures, and other metals 
are required th at comine high strength and low weight 
We need to know a great deal more about‘ceramics 
powder metallurgy, welding, aerodynamics, thermody 
namics, fuels, plastics, and a host of others. 


As our aircraft and missiles need to climb higher, 
fly farther, and faster, the demands upon our produc­ 
tion engineers to develop new manufacturing methods 
are becoming forbidding. 
Many of the intricate com­ 
ponents of aircraft even now on the drawing boards 
cannot be made by known m anufacturing methods. 


Most of all we m ust keep ahead in our m anufactur­ 
ing technology to get the utmost from our resources of 
manpower, m aterials and machines.

YOUR CITY GOVERNMENT 


By HERMAN RANES 
City Planning Director 


A planning commission is estab­ 


lished in a com m unity under the 


pow ers granted to a m uncipality 
by th e State Planning Enabling 
Laws, and these sam e law s also 
provide for the establishm ent of a 
planning departm ent with a per­ 
m anent staff. 
Tfie S tate law requires the plan­ 
ning com m ission 
to adopt com­ 
prehensive long term plans for the 
physical developm ent of the city 
which m ay be adopted by the legis­ 
lature body, and further provides 
for th e necessary adoption of or­ 
dinances for the im plem entation of 
said m a ster plans of development. 
E xam ples of such m aster plans, 
or ordinances for their im plem en­ 
tation, include the m ajor thorough­ 
fare plan, the land use or zoning 
ordinance, and subdivision ordin­ 
ance. 


THE 
FUNCTION of the Plan­ 
ning D epartm ent, which w as es­ 
tablished in M ay of 1946, is two­ 
fold: 
1. A. To 
serve 
the 
variance 
board, 
planning commission and 
city council in the preparation of 
the m any studies and reports which 
form th e basis and precede the 
adoption of any m aster plan. 
B. To present and process all 
zone change applications, new sub­ 
divisions, variance applications to 
the appropriate boards. It also acts 
as the Iiason betw een the variance 
board, 
planning commission and 
city council. 
2. The second m ajo r function of 
the planning departm ent is to ad­ 
m inister the ordinances th at im­ 
plem ent the m aster plans of the 
com m ission and th e city council, 
including the zoning and subdivi­ 
sion ordinances. 


THIS WORK IS done in conjunc­ 
tion w ith other departm ents that 
com prise 
our 
city 
government. 
When a subdivision is brought be­ 
fore th e planning commission, the 
planning 
departm ent first deter­ 
m ines 
w hether 
the 
subdivision 
m eets th e requirem ents set forth 
in the subdivision ordinance. Street 
layouts a re carefully reviewed and 
recom m ended changes are some­ 
tim es presented to the commission 


to achieve a safe and orderly de­ 
velopm ent of the land. When a 
subdivision plan is not found to be 
satisfactory in its design, the de­ 
partm ent will offer possible alter­ 
n a te designs to the subdivider. 
Close cooperation w ith the en­ 
gineering departm ent is m aintain­ 
ed throughout the entire period of 
plan analysis and processing. 


ZONING ORDINANCE adminis­ 
tration is another m ajo r responsi­ 
bility of the planning departm ent. 
All plans for new constructions 
m u st be subm itted to the planning 
departm ent, to insure com pliance 
w ith the regulations set forth in 
th is ordinance. Close cooperation 
is m aintained between the building 
departm ent and the. planning de­ 
p artm ent to achieve this end. The 
sam e cooperation is m aintained in 
enforcing sign ordinances and set­ 
back ordinances. 
In all zoning and subdivision en­ 
forcem ents, th e em phasis in work­ 
ing with the public is a positive 
approach 
when 
new 
plans 
for 
building or subdividing are sub­ 
m itted. The developers a re advised 
on how the m axim um utilization of 
th e land can be achieved in the 
m ost econom ical m anner but still 
within the intent and spirit of the 
ordinances and m aster plans of 
the city. 


WHEN PLANS OR designs are 
rejected, every effort is m ade to 
suggest possible 
altern ates 
that 
w ill/be both beneficial to the prop­ 
e rty owners and the com m unity at 
large. 
The Planning D epartm ent’s func­ 
tion is to serve the public in such 
m anner as to achieve th e prim ary 
purpose of th e m aster plan which 
is to guarantee the sound, orderly 
and attractive developm ent of the 
com m unity.

S ecretary Marion Folsom , of the 
H ealth, Education and W elfare De­ 
partm ent, w arned the GOP leaders 
th a t enactm ent of th is m easure 
will increase w orkers’ social secu r­ 
ity tax from 2 to 2 4 percent, and 
for the self-employed from 3 to 3% 
percent. 


The 60,000.000 m en and women on 
social security rolls will be d irect­ 
ly affected by these tax boosts on 
th e first $4,200 of their income. 
" If this upw ard trend continues.” 
Folsom declared, "people will be­ 
gin to react adversely to the whole 
social security concept. There is a 
v ery real danger th at excessive 
cost wil load to w idespread op­ 
position. 
Already 
considerable 
num bers in the lower incom e b ra c ­ 
kets a re paying m ore for social 
security tax es tran in in com e 
tax es.” 


The A dm inistration favors one of 
th e m ain liberalizations of the bill 
—to extend social secruity cover­ 
age to another 235,000 self-em ploy­ 
ed and public workers. 


'F olsom pointed out th is provision 
is self-supporting, and does not im ­ 
pose an additional burden on th e 
individuals affected or the system 
as a whole. But be sharply chall­ 
enged the soundness of the other 
proposals. These would do the fol- 
Jowing: 


(1 ) L ow er from 65 to 62 the age 
a t which working women and th e 
w ives of covered w orkers becom e 
eligible for social security bene­ 
fits: and (2 ) grant benefits to all 
covered w orkers over th e age of 
50 who 
becom e perm anently and 
totally disabled. 


"These changes a re not advis­ 
able a t this tim e," Folsom said. 
"T hey will subject the social se ­ 
curity system to strains and p res­ 
su res th at a re bound to prove h a rm ­ 
ful in the long run." 


NOTE: The House bill was d ra ft­ 
ed 
by th e D em ocrats, following 


P resident 
E isenhow er's 
recom 
m endation for som e broadening of 
social security benefits. At W hite 


House request. R epublican f l o o r 
leaders offered am endm ents to lim ­ 
it the legislation to the P resident's 
views. But they w ere all rejected 
by close votes.

whelming m ajority of 372 to 31, 
with GOP leaders lining up for it.

Yet he is the playmaker and spark­ 
plug of the Knicks.

McGuire has it to 
an astounding measure. 
Slater Martin, who plays for the 
Minneapolis Lakers and at five 
feet. 0 inches is the "midget” of 
pro basketball ranks, sums it up 
like this: 
"McGuire must have eyes In the 
soles of his feet and the back of 
his head." 
A player who Is modest to the 
point of reticence, McGulra is one 
of the finest "team” men in sports. 
He would much rather get off a 
good pass than make a basket. 
"It becomes annoying at times,” 
says Coach Joe Lapchick. "I’ve 
even made bets with him that he 
won’t take a certain number of 
shots in a game, trying to get him 
to take some shots because he is 
a great outside shooter as well as 
having a real great driving layup 
shot. But you just can't get him 
to shoot.”

John's. He was a three-time all­ 
metropolitan selection and twice 
named the New York area's most 
valuable player. 
He still is, according to the 
Knicks. But Dick takes it all in 
stride. As a matter of fact, in 
seven years with the Knicks he 
still hasn't received a pay check. 
His mother does it for him - and 
banks it. The money he has in his 
account probably would make the 
rest of the league wide-eyed.

Look Into Future 


CHICAGO, W — Historians have 
both a rijh t and an obligation to 
generalize about the future on the 
basis of what they know about the 
past, a University of Chicago his­ 
torian says 
Prof. Louis Gottschalk told so­ 
cial scientists meeting at the uni­ 
versity recently that the historian 
is no less a scholar for stepping out 
of hig role as recorder of the past. 
He said the historian who spe­ 
cializes in the history of World 
War II has an obligation to apply 
his 
knowledge 
to 
help 
prevent 
World War 111. And the historian 


who specializes In a study of tht 
League of Nations is obligated to 
help prevent the collapse of the 
United Nations. Gottschalk said. 
"What would one think of a 
mathematician or a physicist who. 
when asked what he thought about 
the trends ot mathematics or Phy­ 
sics. claimed that in so predicting 
he was not acting as a mathemati­ 
cian 
or 
physicist?” Gottschalk 
asked. 
"Yet a comparable claim is com­ 
mon among historians." he said. 
"Depart from your sources, the 
pure’ historians believe, and you 
cease to be a historian. As if the 
sources had any validity unless 
checked against the timeless real­ 
ities of human experience.”
